and you will generally get an abund- 
ant supply. Begin a tunnel high 
enough in the mountain side to run 
over the top of your house. Go in 
nearly on. a level, and in a little 
while the water will be dripping all 
round you, and will run to your home, 
sweet, pure and cool as mountain dew. 
You bleed the hill as it were. You 
cut the veins and capilliary vessels, 
and they drop the nectar you desire. 
Of course it will cost money. But not 
much. In soft ground half a dollar a 
foot, and if there is no hard rock, a 
dollar at most. Two or three hundred 
feet will indicate the result, and hav- 
ing once found the water, the more 
you dig, the more you have. A thous

There are ten thousand places. in 
California that such a tunnel would 
make desirable that must else remain 
waste and harren for centuries to 
come.

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A Monstrous ttlesnake.

The painters employed on the. Vir- 
ginia street bridge went away at the 
close of their work yesterday, leaving 
a long ladder standi ag against the ion 
frame - work near tbe middle of the 
bridge.
